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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
New arguments have been presented in the Appeal with regard to the definition 
of "communal". The arguments presented on pages 8-9 are supported by the 
specification (p. 7) and support the following definition of communal as it is applied to 
and serves to distinguish a lock: 

• Communal locks are static and do not move from SLC to SLC 

• Every SLC is aware of the mapping of schedulers and dispatchers as 
communal locks 

• A separate area is provided for the mapping of communal locks 

• A separate area is provided for the directory of communal locks owned in 
each SLC 

• Hardware is directed to use mapped caches in supporting communal locks 

Furthermore, Applicant asserts that the standard dictionary definition of 
"communal" is not applicable to the term as it is enabled in the specification and recited 
in the claims. 

Since the definition as presented upon Appeal by the Applicant finds support in 
the specification, the Examiner concedes the Applicant's position and adopts the 
definition as argued by the Applicant. 
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Applicant argues that the prior art does not disclose or suggest a communal lock 
as it is defined and recited by Applicant. In view of the definition of the term presented 
by Applicant, the Examiner finds the Applicant's argument persuasive with regards to 
patentability.
